Barth Grows Slowly Now. 
In tho early days of Its Watery the 
earth grew rapidly by the addition of 
meteoric matter. It Is still growing In 
the 
same 
manner, 
scientists 
say, 
though scarcely to an appreciable ex­ 
tent. for the mass of meteoric matter 
added yearly Is reckoned to be only 
20.000 tons. In the coorie .of ages the 
larger planets have swept up practic­ 
ally all the fragments of the original 
disruption, and 
the 
only 
available 
source of supply of meteoric matter 
seems to be brought by comets. 


Rabbits, which have proved a talus- 
I hie source of fond lo Europe during the 
present war. may well lie raised more 
I extensively In America by way of re­ 
ducing the drain on the ordinary meat 
supply, according t«* biologists of the 
United Htates department of agricnl- 
j ture.
